SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Dead Kids is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD contains a feature previously examined and classified as a 35mm film by the 
Office of the Chief Film Censor in 1983 (Publication No. 003463, registered on 28 April 
1983). The DVD has additional components, including a short introduction by the 
producer, deleted scenes and trailers for other, similar publications. This additional 
material does not provide grounds for altering the classification given to the original 
publication. 

Under the Films Act 1983 the film was approved for exhibition only to persons 16 years 
of age and over (R16). The equivalent classification under the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 is "Objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years". No 
descriptive note was attached to the film. Flowever, a note that advises consumers of 
the horror and violence in the DVD's content is appropriate. 
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
